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Railroading the Sahara. 





Some years ago Victor Hugo made an after 
dinner speech in relation to tke possible fu- 
ture of Africa, which was ridiculed even by 
people possessed of an intelligent imagination. 

The ground which the great poet took was 
that perhaps, many centuries hence, Africa 
would develop a civilization of her own as 
wonderful in its way as any civilization that 
has yet existed. Surely it is not more re- 
markable that in the course of time a highly 
cultivated race should deyelop from negroes 
than that human beings should be evolved 
from the quadrumana—and the latter is a 
theory almost universally accepted at present 
by the scientific world. 

We do not know whether the project in 
contemplation by the French, of building a 
railroad across the Sahara, will have any ef- 
fect in hastening the realization of Victor 
Hugo’s dream. The idea is to construct a 
road of this kind from the head waters of the 
Niger to the French possessions in Africa, and 
then to form a union with another railway 
running east from Senegal. There are numer- 
ous obstacles at present in the way of this 
project being carried out. It has long been 
cherished by the French nation, however, and 
there is every probability that it will one day 
be fully worked out. 
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Bridging Lake Ponchartrain. 








A conTRacT was executed on the 3lst ult. 
at Cincinnati for the building, for the Erlanger 
syndicate, of an immense trestle across Lake 
Ponchartrain. The Alabama and Great South. 
ern Railroad ends at Meridian, where the New 
Orleans and Northwestern Railroad begins, 
leading to Lake Ponchartrain. Opposite the 
terminus of the New Orleans and Northeastern 
Railroad, at Lake Ponchartrain, is the North- 
ern terminus of what is known as the “ Old 
Fork Road,” which begits at Canal street, 
New Orleans. The last-named road has been 
used principally for carrying pleasure seekers 
from New Orleans to Lake Poncoartrain. It 
has recetutly been purchased by the Erlanger 
syndicate, and, in order to connect this road 
with the New Orleans’ and Northeastern, the 
construction of a trestle across the lake is 
found necessary, which will form, when com- 





pleted, a direct connection with Meridian. 
The trestle will be six miles long. 

This link will form an important connection 
and greatly develop the strength of tho entire 
Erlanger system. The contract for the erec- 
tion of a creosote factory near the lake will 


be awarded in afew days. This establishment 
will be built for the purpose of supplying 
enough creosote to be used for saturating 
those portions of the timbers under water, to 
prevent them from decaying. 





Developing Trade in Africa. 





The work undertaken by the French Minis- 
try of Marine, of opening up Western Soudan, 
continues to attract attention in France. A de- 
tailed account of the operations carried out up 
to the present time, together with the plan of 
those to be executed before the beginning of 
next summer, has just been published by a 
Parisian journal. According to that paper, a 
large part of the country intervening between 
the Senegal at Medine and the Niger at Bama- 
kou has been surveyed. Across this tract it is 
proposed to construct a railway, and the sur- 
veys made up to the present are said to show 
that the work will not be difficult. The task 
to be accomplished before the unfavorable sea- 
son of 1882 sets in and puts a temporary stop 
to the proceedings of the French surveyors and 
engineers is to make a line of rail from Kayes, 
on the Senegal, to Bafoulabe; to complete or 
enjarge the latter post and that of Kita; to es- 
tablish other places between them; to establish 
an additional post as near the Niger as possi- 
ble, and to push on the surveys. The public is 
warned that serious delays in carrying out such 
a work in such a climate and country are likely 
enough to occur. Nevertheless, it has been 
really begun, and the possibility of opening 
Soudan to European, or at least to French, 
trade is about to be practically tested. 





Compressed Air as a Motor. 





Tue People’s Passenger Railway Co. will 
soon begin an extunsive series of experiments 
with a compressed air motor, with the view 
of introducing this new system on each of its 
lines if satisfactory results are reached. A 
single car is being fitted with machinery to 
test the ability of the motor to perform its 
work. If the car runs properly, ten others 
will be supplied with engines, and a thorough 
test made for efficiency and economy. 





This system has been used for ten years at 
Nantes, France, but when an attempt was re- 
cently made to introduce it in Paris the omni- 
bus companies successfully opposed the inno- 
vation. It is the invention of a Frenchman 
named L. McKarski. The motor can be at. 
tached to cars as built at present with but lit- 
tle difficulty. The engine, and battery of six- 
teen cyiinders to contain compressed air, will 
be underneath the car, while on the front 
platform the engineer and machinery for con- 
trolling the car will be placed. The cylinders 
will be charged with 100 cubic feet of air com- 
pressed to the density of thirty atmospheres 
or « pressure of 450 pounds to the square inch. 
In transmission to the engine the air will be 
passed through hot water, which will further 
insrease its pressure, The engineer, by means 
of a gauge, can control the pressure applied to 
the piston rod, which will be about that of 
steam in ordinary running. 

A speed of twenty miles an hour can be obs 
tained from the engine, which is designed to 
run seven miles before the cylinders. will need 
recharging. The engine now being built at 
the Philadelphia Hydraulic Works for com. 
pressing air is of an entirely new pattern and 
unusually strong. A merit claimed for the 
new moter is that it does not require an ex. 
perienced engineer to runit. The represen- 
tatives of the patentee in this country expect 
to accomplish wonderful results with the mo. 
tor, though mechanical engineers think it will 
not be able to work in winter over a track 
covered with snow and ice.—Philadelphia Rec- 
ord.

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INDUSTRIAL SecREts.—A century ago, what a 
man discovered in the arts he concealed. Work- 
men Were put upon oath never to reveal the process 
used by their employers. Deors were kept closed, 
artizans going out were searched, visitors were rig- 
orously excluded from admission, and false operations 
blinded the workmen themselves. The mysteries 
of every craft were hedged in by thick-set fences of 
empirical pretensions and judicial affirmation. The 
royal manufactories of porcelain, for example, were 
carried on in Europe with a spirit of jealous exclu- 
siveness. His Majesty of Saxony was especially 
circumspect. Not content with the oath of secrecy 
imposed upon his workpeople, he would not abate 
his kingly suspicion in favor of a brother monarch. 
Neither king nor king’s delegate might enter the 
tabooed walks of Meissen. What is erroneously 
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- called the Dresden portelain—that exquisite pottery 
of which the world hasnever seen its like —was pro- 
- duced for two hundred years by a process so secret 
that neither the bribery of princes nor the garrulity 
of the operatives revealed it. Other discoveries 
have been less successfully guarded, fortunately for 
the world, ‘The m:nufucture of tinware in England 
originated in a stolen secret. Few of our readers 
need be informed that tinware is simply thin iron, 
plated with tin by being dipped into the molten 
A metal. In theory, it is an easy matter to clean the 
aes surface of iron, dip it into a bath of boiling tin, re- 
_ move it enveloped with a silvery metal to a place of 
cooling. In practice, however, the process is one of 

the most difficult in the arts. It was discovered in 
Holland, and guarded from publicity with the ut- 

most vigilance for more than half a century. Eng- 

land tried in vain to discover the secret, until 
James Sherman, a Cornish miner, insinuated him- 

self master of the secret, and brought ithome. The 

secret of mannfacturing cast steel was also stealthily 

- obtained, and is now within the reach of all artizans. 


Accident Insurance—Accidental Death. 


ENGLISH .HIGH COURT OF JUSTICE, 
QUEEN’S BENCH DIVISION, JUNE 22, 1881. 


Lawkence v. Accipent Insurance Company. 44 
L. T. Rep. (N. 8.) 25. 

An accident insurance policy provided thus: ‘“ This 
policy insures payment only in case of injuries acci- 
dentally occurring from material and external cause 
operating upon the persou ofthe insured, where such 
accidental injury is the direct and sole cause of death 
to the insured, but it does not insure in case of death 
arising from fits, or any disease whatever, arising 
before or at the time, or following such accidental 
injury (whether consequent upon 3uch accidental 
injury or not, and whether causing such death or dis- 
ability directly or jointly with such accidental in- 
jury. The insured, while standing upon a railway 
platform, was seized with a fit, and falling oni the rail- 
way track was killed by a passing locomotive. Held, 
that the death of insured was not within the provis- 
ion of the policy, and the insurance company were 
liable for the amount of insurance specified in such 
policy. 

SPECIAL case stated by order of a master, 
of which the following are the material facts : 

The action was brought by the adminstrator 
of James Lawrence, deceased, to recover 10001, 
being the full amount of a policy of insurance 
against accidental injury effected on the 10th 
February, 1873, by the deceased with the de- 
fendant company. 

The policy in question proceeded so far as 
material as follows : ‘‘ Now therefore this pol- 
icy witnesseth that the said Accident Insur- 
ance Company, Limited, doth hereby agree 
that if at any time before the expiration of one 
year from the date of this policy, or if at any 
time hereafter during his life, while the in- 
sured shall at the expiration of each year from 
the date when this policy is renewable pay the 
premium above specified, or any increased or 
decreased premium agreed to be received by 
the directors in consequence of change of oc- 
cupation or otherwise, the said insured shall 
sustain any personal injury caused by accidental 
and external violence, within the meaning of 
this policy and the conditions hereto, and the 
direct effects of such injuries shall occasion his 
: death within three calendar months from the 
<a happening thereof, then the frauds and prop- 
erty of the company shall be subject to pay 
the full sum hereby assured (being the sum of 
10001) to the legal representatives of the in- 
sured within three calendar months after proof 

















































































































































of such death satisfactorily to the directors of 
the said company shall be furnished.” — 

The policy also (among other things) con- 
tained the following proviso: ‘* Provided also 
that this policy insures payment also in case of 
the injuries accidentally occurring from mate- 
rial andexternal cause operating upon the per- 
son of the insured, where such accidental in- 
jury is the direct and sole cause of death to the 
insured or disability to follow his avocations, 
but it does not insure in case of death or dis- 
ability arising from fits or rheumatism, gout 
hernia, erysipelas, or any disease whatsoever 
arising before or at the time or following such ac- 
cidental injury (whether consequent upon such 
accidental injury or not, and whether causing 
such death or disability directly or jointly with 
such accidental injury.” 


While the policy was still in force, namely, 
on the 26th February, 1870, the insured, being 
at a railway station, was taken ‘suddenly ill and 
fell forward in a fit off the platform on to the 
railway, and a locomotive engine with empty 
carriages, which was at that moment going 
through the station, passed over the neck and 
body of the insured, and instantly killed him. 
The falling forward of the insured off the plat- 
form was in consequence of his being seized 
with a fit or sudden illness, and but for such fit 
or illness he would not have suffered injury or 
death as before mentioned. 


The question for the opinion of the court 
was, whether the death of the insured happen- 
ing under these circumstances was caused in 
such a manner as to entitle the plaintiff, as ad- 
ministrator of the insured, to payment of the 
sum assured by the policy. 

Denman, J. I must say that during the argu- 
ment I had considerable doubt as to the true 
meaning of this clause, and I am not even now 
sure that, but for Winspear’s case, I should not 
be of opinion that the defendants were protect- 
ed by the clause. I think, however, that the 
legitimate effect of that decision is to make the 
cause plain; and if that decision be correct, the 
facts in this case do not constitute a defense so 
as to prevent the plaintiff from recovering in 
this action. The facts are these: The deceased, 
while standing on a railway platform, was sud- 
denly seized with a fit, which caused him to 
fall off the platform on to the line, and a loco- 
motive engine, which at that moment was going 
through the station, passed over his neck and 
body, and instantly killed him. Now the im- 
mediate cause is not at all to be disputed, for if 
the deceased had not been on the platform, and 
had not been seized with a fit, he would not 
have fallen on to the line and been killed; and 
in that sense the fit may be said to have occa- 
sioned his death. The question here is whether 
the fit was one of the several events which oc- 
casioned his death, or whether it was, within 
the meaning of this proviso, a thing which 
would prevent the policy from attaching. In 
Winspear’s case, where a man who was fording a 
stream was seized with a fit and fell into it and 
was drowned whilst suffering from the fit, it 
was decided that the fit was not the cause of 
death within the meaning of the policy. That 
case, although not quite identical, is very like 
the present one. The policy here is somewhat 
different to the policy in that case, and the

words which appeared to me to be strongly in 
favor of the defendants in this case are, ‘« Caus- 
ing such death or disability, directly or jointly 
with such accidental injury.” If the words 
had simply been that ‘this policy shall not 
attach in case where death was caused by an 
accident jointly with the fit,” I should have 
thought that it was a case in which the defend- 
ants would have had a defense to this action. 
But these words are in a parenthesis, dnd are 
put in to explain the class of cases in which the 
three previous lines of the proviso will-apply, 
that is where disease is one of the things which 
has caused the death itself, directly or jointly 
with the accidental injury. The words “ aris- 
ing from fits * * * orany diséase whatso- 
ever,” which are defining words, have received 
a judicial interpretation in Wéinspear’s case, 
and so far as that part of the present case is 
concerned, are identical with those in Win- 
spear’s case, where it was held that the death 
arose not from the fit, but from the drowning. 
So here the death arose from the accident of 
the engine passing over the man and so de- 
stroying him, and not from the fit having caused 
him to fall on the rail. I think the present 
case is governed by the casein the Court of Ap- 
peal, and the plaintiff is entitled to our judg- 
ment. 

Wrums, J. I also am clearly of opinion that 
the plaintiff is entitled to recover in this action, 
and I desire to put my decision upon principle, 
and not upon the cases which have been quoted. 
Now the question here is whether, upon the 
true construction of this true proviso, this is a 
case of death arising from a fit. It seems to 
me that the first maxim of Lord Bacon is di- 
rectly in point, in which it is said that “it 
were infinite for the law to judge the causes of 
causes, and their impulsions one of another; 
therefor it contenteth itself with the immediate 
cause, and judgeth of acts by that, without 
looking to any further degree.” Applying that 
maxim to the words of this proviso, we must 
look to the immediate and proximate cause of 
death, and that would be the injury caused by 
the engine passing over the deceased. I think 
that the true meaning of this proviso is that if 
the death arose from a fit, then the company 
would not be liable, but it is essential to that 
construction that it must be made out that the 
fit was the immediate and proximate cause of 
death. I put my decision on the broad ground 
that death in this case did not arise from the 
fit, but from that which happened afterward, 
and the plaintiff is therefore entitled to our 
judgment.

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THE OUTLOOK FOR THE COAL 
AND IRON TRADES. 





HE condition of the coal and iron 
trades is unusually strong this fall, 


and the outlook for the coming year in. 


these departments of trade indicates a pe- 
riod of prosperity that has not been equal- 
led for several years. In fact, it would 
seem, from the present activity in man- 
ufacturing enterprises, that a period of 
favorable business that might extend 
through several years had been fairly en- 
tered npon. The vast amount of railroad 
construction that has been under way for 
the past year has created a demand for 
iron and steel that is not likely to be per- 
manently abated in the near future, 
though it may receive temporary checks. 
The activity in the manufacture of iron 
and steel necessarily creates a proportion- 
ate demand for coul. Reports from the 
coal trade indicate an inability on the part 
of the dealers,of late,to fill the orders that 
have been coming in liberally upon them, 
notwithstanding that the production is 
estimated to be between three and four 
million tons more than last year. The 
scarcity of water alone doubtless has pre- 
vented a much larger production. Should 
it prove that the end of the serious drouth 
had come, there is little reason to suppose 


that the supply of coal would be suffi-

great extent, the probability being that

The coal and iron trades have seldom 
looked forward into a future of more 
promise than now, and the indications are 
that it may be a future of several prosper- 
ous years. ‘The present year of general 
business activity has given an impetus to 
all manufacturing industries, and pushing 
work is witnessed not only in such enter- 
prises as railroad construction, but in 
building generally, the number of build- 
ings, especially for manufacturing and 
commercial purposes, going up through- 
out the country being almost unprece- 
dented. The field for the use of both coal 
and iron has grown rapidly of late, and is 
extending continually. The increase in 
the demand for iron in the Southwest and 
South has been very conspicuous during 
the past year, and the interest taken in 
the great Atlanta exhibition is a prophecy 
of still further development in Southern 
enterprises. 

To meet the increasing demand,the coal 
and iron trades were never in better con- 
dition than now, as to facilities and valua- 
ble experience obtained in late years. 
These trades have witnessed many ups 
and downs during the past few years, and 
have passed through very trying circum- 
stances, which, while they have been ac- 
companied with unfortunate results in 
many directions, have after all developed 
certain business facts that required just 
such conditions and experiences to show 
the necessity of their existence being rec- 
ognized as features to be embodied in 
rules that should influence future opera- 
tions. At present the causes which seem 
to give activity to both the coal and iron 
trades are such as are consistent with 
well-balanced conditions of supply and 
demand; and while there must always be 
more or less of the speculative movement 
in these trades, the markets appear at 
present to be affected by it to no alarming 
extent.. If the natural workings of the 
regulator found in the laws of supply and

fluences of speculation and of contraction 
or overcrowding as they appear to be at 
present, a promising future indeed would 
appear to be vouchsafed to these impor- 
tant industries, whose prosperity influ- 
ences favorably so many and such varied 
interests. 
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THE RAILROADS AND THE WATER 
ROUTES. 





HE war of freight rates which h 
been waged so bitterly of late by 
the leading trunk lines has brought to the 
front, among other facts, the one that wa- 
ter routes are becoming more important 





factors in the transportation question than 
has been generally recognized, and that a 
powerful check as well as a stimulant is 
provided by these growing competitors. 
At a first glance it may appear that the 
rate-cutting was the result chiefly of 
an antagonistic feeling rail- 
road managers, or a rivalry confined

to themselves. But when the great activ- 
ity which has been witnessed in water 
transportation this year is taken into con- 
sideration, especially that activity wit- 
nessed among the grain-carrying boats of 
the Mississ{ppi, it may safely be conclud- 
ed that the rate-cutting, instead of being 
the result of rivalry among railroad man- 
agers, was the natural result of a necessi- 
ty forced upon them. A reduction of 
rates was inevitable; the cutting of rates 
was but a natural way of meeting the in- 
evitable, or, perhaps, a forced result of it. 
The opening and extending of water 
routes in Canada, the improvements of 
the Mississippi called for, the reduction 
of canal tolls, and the other measures un- 
dertaken or advocated for developing wa- 
ter routes, must of necessity have a decid- 
ed effect upon transportation matters and 
the changing of grain centers or ship- 
ping points. While the public is greatly 
benefitted by this competition between 
railroads and water routes, the railroads 
are not so much injured by it a8 might be 
supposed. The competition is a stronger 
and safer regulator than could be provid- 
ed by governmental restrictions. The

stimulated them to attain the utmost per- 
fection of railroad working; and the ex- 
perience of the past year has improved 
their working condition for maintaining 
supremacy in the carrying trade.

An important change has been made in the 
running of trains on the Metropolitan Elevat- 
ed Railway, and one, it is said, which is calcu- 
lated to give general satisfaction.

The bulk of the travel northward 
from the ferries goes by way of Third avenue, 
and the convenience ot travelers by this line 
will, when the change is made, be vastly in- 
creased. The Second avenue line will practi- 
cally end at Chatham square, and its passen- 
gers will be the ones who will then be com- 
pellea to make the transfer.

A General Manager’s Car. 








Tue new official car recently completed at 
the Detroit shops of the Pullman Palace Oar 
Company for the use of the General Manager - 
of the St. Louis and San Francisco Railway 
arrived at its destination from Chicago on the 
22d inst. It is said to be one of the most 
complete official cars ever turned out by the 
Pullman Oo. Its length is 55 feet besides the 
platform. It bas twelve paper wheels, and is 
equipped with the automatic air-brake and 
with the Miller platforms and couplings, etc. 
The inside wood finish of the car is all mahog- 
any. In the front end of the car are the 
kitchen, china closets, ice-chests, toilet-room, 
and Baker’s heater, which latter heats the 
car. Then comes four full sections of Pull- 
man’s standard sleeping-berths, The center 
of the car is taken up by the general mana- 
ger’s private room, which can be used as an 
office and sleeping-apartment. Adjoining this 
room is a toilet-room. The rear end of the 
car, 124 feet long, is known as the “ observa- 
tion-room,” having two end windows extend- 
ing down to the floor. 

The name given to the new var by Captain 
Rogers is “ Wyandotte,” which is handsomely 
lettered on both sides of the exterior ot the 
car.

The total tonnage of anthracite coal from all 
the regions for the week ending Oct. 22, as 
reported by the several carrying companies, 
amounted to 633,710 tons, against 659,768 tons 
in the corresponding week last year, a decrease 
of 26,058 tons. The total amount of anthracite 
mined for the year is 22,485,321 tons, against 
18,519,691 tons for the same period last year, 
an increase of 3,965,630 tons. ‘The quantity of 
bituminous coal sent to market for the week 
amounted to 108,999 tons, against 85,652 tons 
in the corresponding week of last year, an in- 
crease of 23,347:tons. The total amount of bitu- 
minous mined for the year is 4,018,540 tons, 
against 3,499,046 tons for the corresponding 
period last ycar, an increase of 519,494 tons. 
The total tonnage of all kinds of coal for the 
week is 742,700 tons, against 745,420 tons in 
corresponding week last year, a decrease of 
2,711 tons, and the total tonnage for the coal 
year is 26,503,861 tons, against 22,018,737 tons, 
same date last year, an increase of 485,425,124. 
The quantity of coal and coke carried over 
the Pennsylvania Railroad for the week end- 
ing October 22 was 181,658 tons, of which 
144,895 tons were coal and 36,763 tons coke. 
The total tonnage for the year thus far has been 
7,256,735 tons, of which 5,334,453 tons were 
coal and 1,922,282 tons coke. These figures 
embrace all the coal and coke carried over the 
road east and west. The shipments of bitu- 
minous coal from the mines of the Cumberland 
coal region during the week ended October 
22 were 55,387 tons, and for the year to that 
date 1,710,226 tons, a decrease of 11,169 tons

Within the past few weeks the Atlantic, Ten- 
nessee and Ohio Railroad, extending from Char- 
lotte to Statesville, N. C., has been leased by 
the Richmond and Danville Railroad Company. 
This company has all rail connection north 
over the Virginia Midland Railroad from Dan- 
ville to Washington (which road was recently 
purchased by the Richmond and Danville Com- 
pany), and has trackage and traffic contracts 
with the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroads, and runs its trains into Washington 
and Baltimore from Alexandria, Va. It also has 
tide-water connections from Richmond by the 
James River, and from West Point by the York 
River. It has a line ofits own steamers from 
West Point to Baltimore, and has connections 
from Richmond and West Point with New York 
and Eastern cities by steamship. The railway 
line commences at Alexandria and extends 
through Lynchburg to Danville ; from West 
Point the line runs through Richmond to Dan- 
ville, where these two lines meet and unite. 
Thence the main line goes on south over the 
North Carolina Railroad to Charlotte, N. C., at 
which place the line divides—one branch going 
to Columbia and Augusta, Ga., and the other 
to Atlanta. 

There are other lines constructed and in 
course of construction in Western North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Arkansas and Texas, which, when completed, 
will be under the control of the Richmond and 
Danville Company. Reliable authority also 
has it that this company is trying to buy a con- 
trolling interest in the Seaboard and Roanoke 
Railroad, running from Portsmouth, Va., to 
Weldon, N. C., which would give them control 
from Portsmouth to Raleigh. The same au- 
thority says that the Richmond and Danville 
Company are trying to buy a controlling inter- 
est in the Carolina Central Railroad, which runs 
from Wilmington to Charlotte. 

Mr. W. J. Best is building from Salisbury to 
Goldsboro. Northern capitalists have com- 
pleted a road from Norfolk, Va., to Elizabeth 
City, N:-C:, and are pushing on to Edenton. 
There is a proposition to build a road from 














Norfolk through North Carolina to Charleston, 
8.0. Part of the road from Raleigh to Ply- 
mouth is graded, and it is said that work will 
soon commence on the whole line. A new 
road has just been built from Henderson to Ox- 
ford. Col. W. F. Beasley is building another 
road from Oxford to Clarksville, Va. Several 
other roads are being surveyed in the western 
part of the State. Altogether there is an active 
railroad development in North Carolina.

The amount of standard silver dollars now 
in the United States Treasury is $66,576,378, 
while the silver certificates outstanding, or in 
circulation, amount to $66,327,670, leaving 
only $248,708 available beyond the amount 
held for the redemption of the certificates. 
Owing to the small sum of silver dollars availa- 
able for the ordinary business of the Depart- 
ment, it has become necessary to suspend the 
exchange of silver certificates for gold coin or 
bullion. 

The coinage executed at all the Mints of the 
United States in October was 8,103,500 pieces, 
valued at $12,653,500, viz: 648,500 eagles, 
valued at $6,485,000; 755,000 half-eagles, 
valued at $3,775,000; 2,350,000 standard silver 
dollars and 4,350,000 cents, valued at $43,500. 

By referring to the statement given on 
another page it will be seen that the total debt 
of the United States on the 30th of October 
was $2,025,494,438.12, less cash in the Treas- 
ury $240,960,971.22, leaving net $1,785,534,- 
466.90. Since the Ist of October the debt has 
been reduced $13,321,458.87, and since the Ist 
of July last $55,064,345.08. Of the bonded 
debt $250,000,000 bears 4} per cent interest, 
$739,347,800 bears 4 per cent, $563,380,950 
bears 3} per cent, and $14,000,000 (navy pen- 
sion fund) bears 3 per cent. Interest has 
ceased upon $13,746,305, and $433,679,798 
bears no interest, being in the shape of legal 
tender and other currency, certificates of de- 
posit, and gold and silver certificates. Of the 
cash in the Treasury $144,493,449 is available 
at date, being in excess of current liabilities. 
In addition to the above there are outstanding 
$64,623,512 bonds issued to Pacific Railroads, 
and known as the currency 6s.

A Good-Natured Engineer and His En- 
gine. 
Tue Mechanical Engineer says that the loco- 
motive is the highest type in machine works in 
point of durability, and cites this one in evi- 
dence: It was made at the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific Railway shops in Chicago. 
Engine No. 3 of this road has been in service 


since June, 1878, when it was new. It has 
never been in the shop since, and none of the 
brasses except those on the cross-heads have 
been taken out for refitting, and these only 
once. ‘Its mileage during the three years has 
been 115,369 miles, and it is considered good 
for 50,000 more before going into the shop. Its 
driving-wheels are 57 inches in diameter, and 
have Krupp’s steel tires. Master Mechanic 
Twombly gives the credit of this performance 
to Jerry ees, the engineer, who is constitu- 
tionally good-natured and never gets his en- 
gine excited.
